N° other single item we know is so readily recognized as a uni- 
versal symbol of antiquity, especially by those outside the col- 
lecting fraternity, as the spinning wheel. Yet among collectors, we 
venture to say that of all antiques and their functions, least is 
known about this item. If you don’t agree with this statement, here’s 
a simple test: ask the next ten dealers or collectors you meet, who 
have a spinning wheel, if they can — identify the essential parts; 
tell you how they work; name at least three substances from which 
thread can be spun; tell you about the pre-spinning processes such 
as hetcheling, breaking, scutching, rippling, ete. And unless you 
are querying one of the enthusiasts who has revived the art of 
spinning today, we'll consider you most fortunate if you get a 
correct answer to any one of the questions from one of the ten. 
As guilty as the next one, we rather took spinning wheels for 
granted, without considering too seriously the whys and wherefores, 
from the very time the name was selected for this magazine as “the 
recognized symbol of antiques everywhere”. Two major factors re- 
sulted in our doing an “about face” . . . an increasing number of 
queries for which we could recommend no single title to cover 
began to reach us; and an incident that occurred at an antiques 
show in the fall of 1954. A question posed by a very interested 
youngster to an exhibitor on “what was that wheel used for” and 
“please show me how it worked” was passed with no comprehensive 
answer nor demonstration. This set our wheels in motion to do a 
story on spinning wheels for Spinning Wheel readers. We began by 
running tests to determine how familiar average collectors 
might be with the subject. Compared to their knowledge of other 
collectibles, they were, in the main, found sadly lacking even in 
basic information on the spinning wheel’s function in the domestic 
scene of yesteryear. The problem was turned over immediately to 
Carl Drepperd, then heading our research staff, who was asked to 
produce a text that would separate the essentials, in a simple forth- 
right manner, from the too-technical aspects; one that would in- 
clude data with which every antiquarian should be acquainted. It 
was not an easy assignment for any of us who contributed to its 
completion at various times during the past two and one-half 
years, because this subject, on which so little had been compiled 
in any one effort, necessitated the ultimate in virgin research. After 
hashing and re-hashing, agreeing and disagreeing, considering and 
reconsidering, the story finally began to take shape. Just a few 
months prior to his passing, Carl submitted the final draft for its 
last bit of editing, and the usual wind-up prior to publication. 

It’s scheduled for our May issue with twelve actual photographs, 
including a most important one identifying each part of a spinning 
wheel, and another with a qualified spinster in action. Separate 
sections will deal with substances from which materials were made 
and how they were prepared for the wheel; various types of 
wheels; the art of spinning described by an expert to whom it was 
handed down by succeeding generations; and a glossary of terms. 
We hope that you will anticipate this presentation with as much 
excitement as we have experienced in getting it ready . . . and 
what better medium to learn about spinning wheels than yp 
from Spinning Wheel itself?

Shapes and Forms in 


Pomona Glass 


By Dorotny M. Hoskins 


IHE shapes and forms of Pomona 

Glass vary to such an unusual de- 
gree that collectors observing several 
pieces in a group may well wonder 
whether Joseph Locke, the inventor 
and patentee, did not give his work- 
men carte-blanche to follow their in- 
dividual ideas in blowing and molding 
the various pitchers, bowls, punch 
cups, lemonade glasses, finger bowls,

plates, and celeries. It is almost im- 
possible to find an exactly matching 
pair of anything in this lovely, lucent 
seventy-two year old product of the 
New England Glass Company. Even 
punch or sherbet cups very seldom 
match, and to find four identical in 
every detail would be surprising. 
Pomona pieces most readily found 
today are tumblers. These may be 
perfectly plain except for the honey- 
colored inch-deep rim, ending in 
scallops with the rounded loops down- 
ward (see illustration McKearin’s 


American Glass). The earliest Pomona 
evidently had the least decoration and 
this collector, for one, feels that the 
delicacy of the early hand-etched body 
is quite as beautiful with no design

Pomona: a delicate Art Glass of 
the 1880s, a blown clear glass hav- 
ing one or two grounds: the earlier, 
hand graved, rough to the touch 
like hand-etched ice; the latter, 
acid etched, semi-rough like stip- 
pled ice on a windowpane. Stained 
scallops, ruffles, or pleats of honey 
color distinguish all pieces, with 
occasional stylized designs in me- 
tallic blue.

still difficult to find two that cannot 
be distinguished from each other. 

Next to tumblers in quantity to be 
located today are the punch cups, 
sometimes listed as sherbet cups. 
These are like apples in general ap- 
pearance, set on nicely rounded bot- 
toms, curving beautifully upward to- 
ward rims of smaller circumference. 
A typical Pomona punch cup measures 
three inches from pontil to rim, nine 
inches around its middle and eight 
inches around its rim. The pontils, 
large as fifty cent pieces, are ground 
precisely down, making a_ perfect 
circle of clear glass. 

These cups are found both with the 
early doodled circles or wheels within 
wheels, fashioned by painstaking hand 
graving with a tiny wheel, and with 
the acid-etched ground which may 
vary from coarse, rough-to-the fingers 
pinpoints, to a much smoother acid 
bite which looks almost satiny, though 
it is far from a true satin texture. The 
handles on the cups are set low, larger 
at the bottom, and always quite round 
never ending in a tip. Usually they 
are stained with the same honey color 
as the scalloped rim. But in spite of 
a general similarity, each cup is an 
individual and to select a matching 
pair from a dozen is quite a task since 
height, coloring of rim and handle, 
and mold design vary greatly. 

Pitchers appear to have been the 
pride and joy of Pomona blowers— 
there are innumerable shapes and 
sizes. There are large, fat, jolly water 
pitchers with wide open lips and 
handles on their hips. There are tall, 
sedate and slender, prissy pitchers, 
with thin pursed lips and handles al- 
most scrawny in their rigidity. There 
are some with long thin necks ending 
in small round bodies, and others with 
cracker-jar bulbous bodies, short feet 
and elegant lips and handles. This 
barrel or bulb shape is repeated in 
celeries as well, and is found in both 
early and later groundwork. There are 
tankard pitchers and milk pitchers, 
and creamers with nothing to dis- 
tinguish their little squatty bodies 
from their companion sugar bowls but 
their single handles and the little 
pinching of the ruffle in one place 
opposite to make a tiny lip. The 
Pomona pitcher, like many Amberina 
and Peachblow pitchers, is often found 
with a four-square mouth, making it 
seem a standard New England Com- 
pany pattern or model. 

Very elegant among the simpler 
forms are early, slender, slightly- 
waisted lemonade or gingerale glasses 
with the early etching beautifully 
executed, and dainty rim _ scallops 
proportionately scaled. Now and then 
one of these turns up with a low 
handle, which to me does not improve 
the form. 

Another simple Pomona shape is 
like a giant tumbler, straight up and 
down, with the top rim in honey

scallops. These measure 4% inches 
tall by 2% inches across the top. 
Those I have found are of the later 
ground and not in especially good 
form. Probably they are jam or mar- 
malade jars, meant to stand on little 
plates or in silver stands. The rims are 
rounded and do not indicate that lids 
were ever on them. By a stretch of 
imagination they might be called 
pickle jars. 

Among other simple forms, I have 
heard of an ice cream tray with a 
cornflower garland, but failed to learn 
the type of ground. 

Much more intricate work was called 
for in the making of bowls, vases, 
finger bowls, rose bowls and celeries. 
Not only was the beautiful ground 
graven through the covering of wax, 
but after the piece was out of the 
mold, as in the case of a celery, for 
instance, heavy blobs of glass, exactly 
like barley sugar, were applied to give 
weight and balance. These glass blobs 
were used to form feet, from half an 
inch to an inch long, or were drawn 
up in loops around the base to lend a 
richness unsurpassed by any other 
decoration. In all kinds of bowls the 
gauffered rims and crimped edges 
meant meticulous handwork. Some 
vases are so tightly pinched all around 
that the honey color looks almost 
amber in its massed frilling. Others 
are of a soft thickness singularly 
lovely, like draped silk, while the 
finger bowls have usually ten folds 
and are of a much lighter appearance. 

It is this extraordinary individuality 
of all Pomona shapes and forms that 
makes the glass unique. No matter 
what other Art Glass is grouped to- 
gether, the various forms resemble 
one another to a marked degree. 
Twins, triplets, even quads can be 
found in Burmese, Peachblow or 
Amberina; matching pairs is a favorite 
pursuit among dealers and collectors. 
But the collector of Pomona early 
forgoes the pursuit of matched pairs 
as he comes to recognize each piece 
as a jewel in its own right. 

Perhaps the very fine ten-inch berry 
bowls, exquisitely blown and curved to 
perfection come closer to being 
matched than any other pieces. As a 
rule they have a flat, honey foot, cut 
into ten rounded toes, and their lovely 
ruffled rims with wide staining ending 
in the customary scallops, have 
twenty inch-wide indentations. Smaller 
fruit bowls about eight inches across 
and compotes on a low stem with clear 
round feet are to be found, usually 
with the early ground and no deco- 
ration but the honey rim. 

Lily vases, exactly like the tall 
slender trumpets in Amberina, were 
made in Pomona, and _ toothpick 
holders in several different shapes are 
not uncommon. 

Rare to find is Pomona stemware, 
though goblets, wines and saucer

COLLECTIONS OF ART GLASS AND PATTERN GLASS PURCHASED. 
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Romance In Old New England Rugs 


By ELLta SHANNON BowWLEs 


EHIND nearly every piece of early New England 

handcraft, fashioned by the women of the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries, is a story ... a story 
which either is a fragment of family history or is inter- 
twined with the dreams of the craftswomen who made 
the bed coverlets, floor coverings, or decorative embroid- 
eries. Some of these pieces are still in existence and are 
treasured as heirlooms by their owners. Others are pre- 
served in local and national museums. But no household 
craft is more colorful in folklore than that of home rug 
making as carried on in New Hampshire, Vermont, and 
Maine prior to the Civil War. 

The rugs which the New England women fashioned 
varied in size from floor-sized carpets to tiny hearth mats. 
Because of the time and effort required to produce them, 
not to mention the quantities of material needed to make 
them, hooked and embroidered carpets were comparatively 
rare. 

One piece of old-time handcraft which is still extant has 
real historical significance. Not only was it made by the 
expert fingers of the wife of a man who always will be 
remembered in American history, but also because it is a 
fine example of an ancestor of the hooked rug. This piece 
of early eighteenth-century hand work was made by Molly 
(Elizabeth Stark) whose husband, Major-General John 
Stark, a New Hampshire man, was the hero of the Battle 
of Bennington. 

In 1773, the Starks gave this piece of handwork to their 
niece, Polly, for a wedding present when she married 
James Lathrop of Vermont. Now preserved in the Hall of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution in Washington, 
D. C., it is marked with a card which designates it as a 
“rugg.” Actually it is a bed cover, not a floor mat. But the 
method of working this “rugg” is similar to that used later 
by hooked-rug makers. Molly Stark filled in the bold de- 
sign of flowers, buds, and leaves by pulling strands of wool 
through the meshes of a homespun wool blanket with a 
“crochet”. This little implement was employed for ‘“‘turkie 
work,” a seventeenth-century embroidery, and is the fore- 
runner of the rug hook. 

A quarter of a century after Polly Lathrop received her 
precious wedding present, a northern New Hampshire 
woman, the wife of Judge Richard Claire Everett, the town 
of Lancaster’s first attorney, designed an embroidered 
carpet which also had a colorful history. Across it, during 
court sessions walked the great New Hampshire lawyers 
of the day . . . Daniel Webster, Judge Arthur Livermore, 
Levi Woodbury, Ichabod Bartlett . . . men whose repu- 


tations had spread all over New England. But the inter-

esting story is not about “these intellectual giants” but is 
one of how the carpet was made under pressure. 

For eleven years Judge Everett rode on horseback to 
attend the Grafton County Court in Haverhill, New Hamp- 
shire. He was largely instrumental in forming the County 
of Co-os in the northernmost section of the state, and it 
was a red-letter day when he brought the news to the 
people of Lancaster that the Court of Common Pleas 
would sit in the town in 1805. 

But the fact presented a major problem. The town had 
no public house. How would the famous lawyers and 
justices be entertained? Judge Everett decided to build a 
north wing on his own house to take care of his colleagues. 
The task of getting the room ready in time for the court 
session fell on the shoulders of his wife. She could get 
furniture from Portland, Maine and could provide bed 
curtains of green and white checked homespun, trimmed 
with yellow handmade fringe. But what would she do for 
a floor-covering ? 

Her life in the upper reaches of the Connecticut River 
had made Persis Everett a resourceful woman. She carded 
forty pounds of wool from the home flock of sheep, and 
hired two expert spinners to turn it into yarn which 
Eunice Stockwell, the weaver, wove into thick white 
flannel. Then she sent the hired man with the flannel 
fifty miles downriver to Haverhill where the cloth was 
dyed dark brown. Mrs. Everett’s next step was to cut the 
flannel into breadths, the length of the new room, and to 
mark each length into twelve-inch squares. 

Meantime, she had dyed hanks of home-made yarn—red, 
yellow, and green—for embroidering the design she had in 
mind for the carpet. Every woman and gir! in the house- 
hold worked on the embroidery, using Kensington stitch. 
The pattern was repetitive .. . a yellow star, with points 
embroidered in different colors in the center of each 
square against a green background. Then the strips were 
sewn together and Persis Everett’s floor covering was 
completed in time for the first court session held in Co-os 
County. 

Another embroidered carpet, probably the best-known 
home-made floor covering in America, is preserved in the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York City (this month’s 
cover). Known as the Caswell Carpet from the name of 
the family into which its maker married in 1848, it was 
designed and executed by a young Vermont girl. But 
Zeruah Higley Guernsey of Castleton completed her mas- 
terpiece long before she became a bride. Every step of 
making the carpet, from spinning and dyeing the wool,

weaving the homespun foundation, and embroidering the 
designs was the work of the young girl’s hands. The 
carpet was made of separate squares which later were 
sewn together. Each square had its own design, em- 
broidered in chainstitch . . . fruits, flowers, leaves, ferns, 
butterflies, puppies, a strange blue cat, a rooster. And 
one bore the date 1835. Even a man and a woman appeared 
on one square. No one knows why young Zeruah covered 
this design with another richly embroidered section. Later 
the firm stitches which held the covering piece in place 
were removed and the mysterious figures were revealed. 
Their costumes verified the date, 1835, the year the carpet 
was completed. 

Making carpets at home was the exception rather than 
the rule with New England craftswomen. But they pro- 
duced hundreds of rugs, for the most part with rug hooks 
of home manufacture. They sketched these patterns on 
pieces of homespun or loose-woven linen, using charcoal 
sticks from the fireplace or home-made brushes, dipped in 
indigo to “lay-in” their designs. 

For their designs the early rug makers made use of the 
things which they saw around them. Their imaginations 
ran riot when they planned their floral patterns. The cab- 
bage roses behind the house, the snowball bush under the 
kitchen window, the sunflowers bordering the cornfield, 
the bouncing bets by the grassy roadsides, the bronzed 
maple leaves gleaming in the sunlight appeared in pro- 
fusion. The rose motif was especially popular. Sometimes

it was arranged as a central unit or was repeated at inter- 
vals over the rug. Or it might appear as a spray, in a 
wreath, or in a nosegay. In these more complicated designs 
garden “posies” frequently were intertwined with the roses 
to add variety and color. One of these floral rugs, with a 
wreath of roses in the center and a cluster of four roses in 
each corner, was carried in a covered wagon overland from 
Vermont to California. It was the solace of the homesick 
bride to whom it was given as a wedding present, and is 
now cherished by her great-granddaughter. 

But the New England women did not limit their rug 
patterns to floral designs. They also immortalized house- 
hold “‘Tabbies’ and ‘“‘Towsers”, downy chickens and duck- 
lings. And one prized rug has as its central motif an old 
gray goose which was the family pet a century ago. 

Historical events and the localities where rugs were 
made also had an influence on the patterns. One such rug 
was the “Vermont Union Rug” which was adorned with a 
flying eagle bearing in his claws a shield with fourteen 
stars. With the opening of the West and the dawning days 
of opulence, “horns of plenty” were hooked in as central 
motifs or as corners for rugs in which a basket of fruit 
was the central unit. And along the seacoasts of Maine 
and New Hampshire, shells, sprays of seaweed, and sailing 
vessels were adapted for designs. One unique rug, made 
in Maine years ago, records a bit of family history. It was 
made by a sea-captain’s wife who chose her husband’s 
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The somewhat sprawling rose design on this example was no 
doubt sketched, freehand, with a piece of charcoal from the 
fireplace.

compass as a model for the center design and embellished 
it with a border of seaweed and a shell in each corner of 
the rug. 

Some of these old hooked rugs were soft as Persian 
carpets, with loops of uniform height pulled through the 
background material with careful precision. On other rugs 
the work was done in such a way that the loops stood up 
a good half-inch above the foundations and were clipped 
until the texture resembled lamb’s wool. 


The early rug-makers thriftily saved extra lengths of 
spun wool, unravelled old stockings, and hoarded scraps of 
worn-out clothing for hooking. They dipped this treasured 
material into the family indigo vat, and to make dyes of 
various colors experimented with boiled pokeberry weed, 
butternut and hickory barks, sumac, beets, onion skins, 
and cranberries. 


Yes, these rugs of a bygone days have their stories .. . 
some gay, some sad. No one has ever expressed this 
thought better than did the late Holman Day. In the last 
lines of his poem, “Readin’ The Rug,”* the Maine author 
said: 


There’s a snippin’ or two out of mournin’, but only a few out 
of those; 

That rug was hooked in the sunshine an’ was made out o’ gayer 
clothes, 

Here an’ there is a heartache, but most of it’s cheery and bright. 

Weddin’s an’ parties an’ sech-like--good readin’ for me come 
night. 

It’s homely enough, I'll ventur’; but if only ye knowed the 
hands 

That worked so spry above it an’ the stuff that’s worked into 
them strands, 

You'd find it as I do a volume to read an’ to read again, 

When the shadders stalk from the fire an’ voices sound 
in the rain.

The American Fowling Piece 


HE current disparity between the 


American fowling piece’s high 
quality and its low reputation among 
collectors is difficult to understand. 
Amidst the rush for cherry-seeders 
and apple-parers this object of quality 
and importance has been badly neg- 
lected, and very few collectors own a 
single specimen. There is no rush to 
the “auction block’”’ when the sale of 
one is announced, and gun dealers say 
that it is almost impossible to sell one. 

Although the name of the gun in- 
dicates its function, a description from 
the “Encyclopedia or, a Dictionary of 
Arts, and Sciences,” Thomas Dobson, 
Philadelphia 1793, focuses attention 
on some of its unique features: 


“Fowling Piece, a light gun for shooting 
birds. That piece is always reckoned 
best which has the longest barrel, from 
5\% to 6 feet long, with a moderate bore; 
suitable to the game he designs to kill. 
The barrel should always be polished 
smooth within, and the bore of an equal 
bigness from one end to the other; which 
may be proved by putting in a piece of 
pasteboard, cut of the exact roundness

of the top, for if this goes down without 
stops or slipping you may conclude the 
bore good. The bridgepan must be some- 
what above the touch-hole, and ought to 
have a notch to let down a little powder; 
this will prevent the piece from recoil- 
ing, which it would otherwise be apt to 
do. As to the locks, choose such as are 
well filed with true work, whose springs 
must be neither too strong or weak. The 
hammer ought to be well hardened and 
pliable to go down to the pan with a 
quick motion.” 


The fact that fowling pieces should 
have barrels “from 5% to 6 feet long” 
is doubtless the most interesting part 
of the description. However, it is the 
considered judgment of experts that 
very few barrels of such length were 
manufactured in America. It is prob- 
able, of course, that the over-all length 
of a fowling piece was 5% to 6 feet, 
but in such a gun the barrels would 
have been approximately 4% to 5 feet 
long. In the writer’s collection of 
fowling pieces, barrel lengths of 42, 
43, 45, 46, 48, 49, 55, 56 and 64 inches 
occur. Most of these barrels are of the 
octagon-to-round pattern, a few are 
entirely round, but none is entirely 
octagonal. 


Today the long barrel myth is ex- 
plained as an advantage in a business 
deal and not one in shooting. It is re- 
ported that fur traders swapped guns 
for piles of furs, the higher the gun 
the higher the pile of furs. Such un- 
scientific reasoning would lead one to 
think that there probably were some 
very sound reasons for a long barrel 
in the eighteenth century. A contem- 
porary account of the subject, “An 
Essay on Shooting,” London 1789, 
comments on the length of barrels: 


“The generally received opinion upon 
the subject is, that to obtain an increase 
in the range, the barrel must not only be 
made longer than usual, but the length 
and the diameter of the bore ought to 
bear a certain proportion to each other, 
and the charge of powder suited to this 
proportion. Because it is said, when the 
barrel is too short, the ball or shot quits 
it before it has received the whole im- 
pulse of the powder; and on the other 
hand. when the barrel is too long, the 
powder is not only inflamed, but even 
partly consumed before the ball or shot 
arrives at the mouth of the piece.” 


This was a time of much experi- 
mentation and the same source tells of

the following interesting experiments: 


“From these trials frequently repeated, 
we found that shot pierces an equal 
number of sheets, whether it was fired 
from a barrel of 28, 30, 32, 34, 36, 38, 
or 40 inches in length. Nay more, we 
have compared two barrels of the same 
caliber, but one of them 33 and the other 
66 inches long, by repeatedly firing them 
in the same manner as the others, at 
different distances from 45 to 100 paces, 
the results have always been the same, 
i.e. the barrels of 33 inches drove its shot 
through as many sheets of paper as that 
of the 66 did. The conclusion from all 
this, is, that the difference of ten inches 
in the length of the barrel, which seems 
more than is ever insisted upon by 
sportsmen, produces no sensible differ- 
ence in the range of the piece; and 
therefore, that every one may please 
himself in the length of his barrel, with- 
out either detriment or advantage to the 
range.” 

Arguments about the desirability of 
very long barrels on fowling pieces 
continued for many years; but by the 
middle of the nineteenth century the 
barrel length for muzzle-loaders of 
both fowling pieces and rifles had 
generally settled within a thirty-six to 
forty-two inch range. 

Although the long barrel and light 
weight tended to make the fowling 
piece a slender and graceful gun, the 
fact remains that it could not share 
the glory of the military musket nor 
could it compare favorably with the 
rifle used for hunting big game. Many 
of them might be described as “or- 
dinary” guns, but fortunately, there 
seem to have been some small-game 
hunters with good taste and great 
wealth, for a few very fine fowling 
pieces are extant today. 

In Pennsylvania, the gunsmith 
seemed to lavish his care and skill on 
the cheek side of the fowling piece, 
which naturally lacked the very 
functional and decorative patch-box. 
There he carved an extravagant array 
of scrolls and cross-hatchings that 
rival the finest carving on Chippendale 
furniture. Similar designs were carved 
around the breech tang and the ram- 
rod socket. Intricate designs in fluting 
were carried on the edge of the fore- 
stock along the ramrod, and other 
details were added to make them at- 
tractive. 

Some gunsmiths inlaid a silver plate 
on the small of the stock where the 
owner could have his initials en- 
graved; other inlays were used as 
escutcheons for the barrel pins; and 
frequently a half moon or an eight- 
pointed star was inlaid on the cheek 
side of the stock. Some of the finest 
guns have intricate brass wire inlays 
which were simply and beautifully 
executed, though they lack the finesse 
of similar work on European guns. 

A number of fine fowling pieces 
were manufactured by gunsmiths of 
the Hudson Valley. They were fre- 
quently stocked in maple and were 
notable for their great length.

The New England gunsmiths made 
large quantities of fowling pieces, for 
the rifle was less popular there than 
in Pennsylvania. The stocks were 
usually of walnut or cherry, occasion- 
ally in curly maple. Little carving is 
found on these guns but some silver 
wire inlay was used on the cheek side 
or around the breech tang. The barrel 
was quite long and was sometimes

equipped with a bayonet lug so that 
it could be quickly converted for the 
killing of men instead of birds. 

As the demand for Americana in- 
creases and the supply decreases, the 
fowling piece will gain in stature. 
They are important and attractive ob- 
jects which deserve a_ better 
break in the collecting fraternity ie 
than they have received so far.

Novelty Type Cameo Glass 


By Avsert CuristiaAN Revi 


NE of the novelty-type cameo 

glasses which appeared in the 
last quarter of the 19th century was 
made in imitation of old carved ivory. 
The ware was produced by a process 
patented in England, November 30th, 
1887, by “Thomas Wilkes Webb of 
Stourbridge Glass Works in _ the 
County of Worcester, Manufacturer.” 
A patent covering this same process 
was issued to Mr. Webb in America 
and is dated February 19, 1889. 

The method for producing this 
novelty glassware was stated very 
clearly by Mr. Webb in his specifica- 
tions as follows: 


“The object of the present invention 
is to produce a novel and highly orna- 
mental effect in glass—viz., an imitation 
of old carved ivory. 

“In the accompanying drawings I 
have shown a vase in the various stages 
of the process, Fig. 1 being an elevation 
of an opaque glass vase before the pro- 
cess is commenced; Fig. 2, a similar 
view showing the first stage of the pro- 
cess of ornamentation, and Fig. 3, a 
similar view showing the process com- 
pleted.

“In carrying out my invention I take 
any desired form of article—say a vase— 
of ivory or white opaque glass (see Fig. 
1) blown on molds or otherwise pro- 
duced by usual glasshouse methods. 
Upon this vase I produce any desired 
pattern or design—a branch of the vine, 
for instance, with leaves and grapes 
(see Fig. 2) to represent the carvings on 
ivory, in the following manner: The 
vase is painted or printed upon with an 
acid-resisting substance and then sub- 
merged in hydrofluoric acid, which eats 
away the surface not so protected and 
leaves the surface beneath the resist in 
relief. This eating away of the ground 
by acid may be supplemented by cutting 
or engraving with a wheel or otherwise, 
to give additional prominence or deli- 
cacy where required; or in some in- 
stances the action of the acid will not be 
necessary—as, for instance, when it is 
desired to obtain the effect of sharp or 
deep carvings. The desired pattern hav- 
ing thus been produced in outline upon 
the vase, the acid-resist is entirely re- 
moved, and the veinings upon the 
leaves and other marks are produced by 
the wheel or graver (see Fig. 3), the vase 
being then polished. 


“The appearance of old carved ivory 
is produced upon the vase by tinting the 
same with brown or other suitable color, 
applying more color in some parts than 
in others, so as to give the effect of in- 
creased prominence to the prominent 
parts, as well as an aged appearance to 
the whole (see Fig. 3). Thus the mark- 
ings and the veins of the vine-leaves will

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receive a dark tint, which is readily 
applied and retained in the lines, and 
the prominent parts of the leaves and 
stem will receive and retain but little 
color. After tinting, the vase is fired to 
fix the color in any well-known manner. 
“The effect produced upon an article 
of white opaque glass by treating it as 
above described is very striking and 
ornamental, and the imitation of old 
carved ivory is exceedingly close.” 


George Woodall and his brother 
Tom, master engravers for Webb, used 
old specimens of Indian, Chinese and 
other Oriental and East Indian ob- 
jects d’art as models for this new 
conception of the cameo technique. 
Their first productions met with Royal 
favor and were purchased by Queen 
Victoria. Following Victoria’s ap- 
proval of this new ware production 
was stepped up considerably to supply 
the ever-increasing demands of the 
public. 

Several designs for cameo glass 
articles made in imitation of old ivory 
are shown in the pattern and design 
books of Thos. Webb & Sons prefixed 
by the initial “K”. To some it indi- 
cates that the designs were the work 
of a man named Kretschman, although 
it is known that Messrs. Barbe, Facer 
and Nash, all members of the Woodall 
Gem Cameo team, also produced de- 
signs for such wares. 

The imitation of Oriental ivory 
pieces made according to Mr. Webb's 
specifications are not on a par with 
the earlier hand-worked and engraved 
cameo glass. The engraving wheel was 
used primarily to polish up details 
already blocked out with acids, and 
seldom does one find a specimen on 
which any fine detailed graving ap- 
pears. The vases illustrated are some 
of the few of many pieces we 
have examined exhibiting any 
real merit.

NE might well say that in the 
physiognomy of type faces is to 
be found a graphic index into the 
mood and temperament of a period. 
Scan those of the Victorian era and 
the Gay Nineties and you will discover 
a faithful reflection of that lush plush 
epoch with all its flamboyant folderols. 
These ornate types lent a certain 
genteel elegance to printed pieces 
especially programs for balls, menus, 
calling cards, and souvenir brochures. 
Printers of the day lavished much 
time and affection on the composition 
of type effects. Heterogeneity rather 
than homogenity was the prevailing 
mode with each line set in a different 
font, which all blended into a most 
engaging melange. 
These faces were the product of type 





Such cuts as the eagle with Old Glory 
could be had in graduated sizes to fit 
any desired specification. Trade cuts at 
right were available to identify almost 
any profession or occupation being pur- 
sued in the 1880s. Offering more effect 
perhaps than type alone for printed 
pieces, the user had no insurance against 
competitors boasting identical illustra- 
tions.

foundries, scores of which were scat- 
tered throughout the country during 
the past century. There, artists, many 
of them former Spencerian scribes, let 
loose their nimble fancies in calli- 
graphic arabesques and intriguing cur- 
licues. 

Specimens of these faces were re- 
produced in imposing type books that 
were distributed to the better printers. 
Many of these represented a tidy in- 
vestment on the part of the foundry. 
Specimen books were further aug- 
mented by a picturesque collection of 
stock cuts, which printers could fit 
into their compositions and enhance 
their over-all appearance. These doo- 
dads and dingbats consisted of such 
sure-fire devices as spread eagles 
(illus.), Old Glory, Miss Liberty, stars, 

























bullets, and pointing hands. Then 
there was a miscellany of cuts repre- 
sentative of the various trades includ- 
ing the butcher, the baker, and the 
candlestick maker (illus.). In addition 
to these there was a group into which 
display text could be dropped such as 
boats with large sails, an elephant 
with a blank banner on its side, and a 
gentleman with a silk topper looking 
at the outline of a newspaper (illus.). 

Back in those days, advertising was 
in its pre-infancy and there were no 
art departments to draw upon for 
special effects, so these handy symbols 
performed a useful function. 

The term — white space — was 
something quite unknown to the early 
compositors. They believed in packing

by displaying their virtuosity to the 
hilt. 

The repertoire of type faces ran into 
the hundreds and they ranged from 
the elfinesque to elephantine wood 
block letters used for political posters, 
patriotic broadsides, auction placards, 
and heralds for fairs. 

Among the pioneer exploiters of 
these bold eloquent faces were the 
suave vendors of patent medicines, 
those elixirs of life and rejuvenators 
of the corporeal system. These adroit 
individuals, who could salve _ all 
problems in one way or another, made 
up their appeals with punctilious 
propriety. Their balmy psalmy ads 
were encased in wreathy borders and 
couched in phrasing of sleek sincerity. 
Of course, the augustness of the type 
was a major factor in inducing willing 
credulity. The same treatment was 
practiced by veterinarians in prepar- 
ing their appeals. Thus, man and 
beast were accorded the same 
largesse of solicitous consideration for 
their aches and pains. 

Following closely in the footsteps of 
the patent medicine fraternity was 
that magnificent impressario of the 
circus, P. T. Barnum. He exploited 
these type faces with astute fanfare. 
His effects were black and blatant, 
enlivened by wondrous images and 
animated by agile adjectives. This 
master of ballyhoo played up each 
attraction by featuring it in some 
bizarre type and the dynamic con- 
trasts stirred up a sense of gullible 
awe. 

The covers of old-time ballads took 
a leaf from such histrionic precedents 
and used funereal type faces to wring 
out tearful emotions to the very last 
drop. 

Stock printed forms such as lottery 
tickets, billheads, diplomas, policies 
and temperance pledges were con- 
verted into cameos of the printer’s art 
by decorating them with florid 
emblems. 

Now and then entire alphabets were 
formulated in a special motif. One of 
the most popular consisted of letters 
made up in the shape of tree trunks 
and branches. Another simulated 
bricks. Of course, papers played an 
important part in carrying out the 
ultimate effect. Lurid pinks and eggy 
yellows and rough textures imparted 
a gaudy gusto to many a printed piece. 

Today, one of the very special hob- 
bies is that of operating a private 
press and printing gay bits of 
ephemera for private circulation. 
Proprietors of these presses are al- 
ways on the lookout for odd lots of 
old types, which they usually pick up 
in rural print shops and at country 
auctions. It is immaterial if they are 
unable to acquire complete alphabets, 
for it is still very much the vogue to 
mix fonts, which adds to the bon 
vivant quality of the composition.

BOOK REVIEWS | 





Old Rooms For New Living, by Narcissa 
Chamberlain and Samuel Chamberlain. 
New York, Hasting House, 1953. $4.50. 


Sparks of inspiration are converted 
into conflagrations of proof before 
your very eyes in this happy combina- 
tion of pointed comment and perfect 
photography demonstrating that all 
proper old interiors are ageless and 
so, beyond shadow of doubt, as modern 
as modern can be. Actually, central 
heating, air conditioning, sanitary 
plumbing, refrigeration, electric light- 
ing, and hot water are all that is 
needed in any 17th Century home to 
make it “modern’’. 


The delights, the serenity, the gra- 
ciousness, the relaxation, the ineffable 
association with the past in the con- 
crete are here, in words and pictures, 
proved to be part and parcel of that 
mysterious, cosmic individuality that 
is in all of us; we are, at the height 
of our own consciousness, as old as 
our own years and experiences, plus 
the entire history of the race. In this 
book the Chamberlains have demon- 
strated the beauty of our own Amer- 
ican domestic past and show how it 
can be recaptured in a sort of flexible 
music; it is interior architecture with 
furniture and appurtenances. 


To study this volume is to know 
the joys of Colonial and Federal in- 
teriors of every level from pioneer to 
classic; to know the interior of homes 
built by housewrights, and by such 
masters as McIntyre. Here are attic 
rooms, drawing rooms, kitchens, 
chambers; here are rooms from Beau- 
port and from Timestone Farm. Yes, 
the work is predominantly New Eng- 
land but that need deter none; after 
all New England was once called 
Northern Virginia and, while exteriors 
of the houses may vary due to regional 
characteristics, environment, prevail- 
ing winds and so on, the interiors re- 
flect the same reaching for comfort 
of eye, mind, body and soul that 
characterized every worthwhile 
home in Colonial and Federal yp 
America. 








Cash From Trash, by Edward G. War- 
man. Warman Publishing Co. 1956. 
$2.00. 


This is an extremely useful little 
paperbound that tells you what you 
can do constructively with a lot of old 
things — in fact, one hundred and 
twenty-five of them. Some of the ideas 
will not be new to you—many of them 
will. We’ll mention only two that par- 
ticularly appealed to us, though there 
were others, to give an idea of what 
the book contains and yet not spoil 
its surprise for you. One was a rose 
trellis, made with wagon wheels and 
one was a lawn or house sign fashioned 
with trivets. The ideas are simple, 


easy to work out (the directions are 
given) and of the sort that will make 
you wonder why you hadn’t thought 
of it yourself — but didn’t. For an- 
tiques dealers, or home putterers, or 
those who want to turn a hand at 
turning trash to cash, just one idea 
that works for you is worth the 
price of the book.

Chats on Old Copper and Brass, by F. W. 
Burgess, edited and revised by Cyril 
G. E. Bunt. A. A. Wyn, Inc., 1955. $3.00. 


The Chats Series, those practical 
Handbooks for Collectors, on such 
subjects as Old Glass, English China, 
Old Silver, Cottage and Farmhouse 
Furniture, published originally in 
England and long out of print, 
have recently been revised, and are 
being reprinted to the delight of the 
many who have sought old copies in 
vain. Chats on Old Copper and Brass 
is particularly welcome to current 
collectors in this category who have 
been hard put to find definitive infor- 
mation on the subject in comprehen- 
sive and readable form. While the 
fifty or more superb photographs 
show specimens to be seen only in 
museums and private collections 
(Greek, Roman, and Oriental schools 
of craftsmen are included as well as 
English), they do illustrate in many 
cases domestic utensils and hardware 
little different in design from collect- 
ibles today. The excellent background 
material supplied on such subjects as 
early English weathervanes, door 
knockers, church brasswork, domestic 
utensils and the like serves to in- 
crease appreciation and understand- 
ing of similar items of a later period. 
The correlation of the design by 
brassfounders with architectural and 
furniture styles of their periods is 
shown, in one example, in a pictured 
17th century brass skillet, with its 
three short curved feet, important 
chiefly for the engraved “Pitty the 
Pore” on its curved handle—made at 
a time when mottoes were carved on 
lintel beams, old coffers and other 
pieces of massive oak. Horse Brasses, 
a subject of current collecting, is 
given a pleasant and informative 
chapter to itself. It is, all in all, a 
leisurely book of background infor- 
mation, engagingly presented, de- 
signed to encourage collectors to 
preserve for futurity metal objects 
from which the utilitarian purpose 
of their manufacture is fast 
waning— if not already de- + 
parted.

Reprint 1956. Privately reprinted by 
Louise Cirillo, Castro Valley, Calif. $5. 
In 1891, at the height of the souve- 

nir spoon craze, George B. James, Jr. 

compiled a popular book called Souve- 
nir Spoons. This contained pictures 
and history of the principal designs of 
souvenir spoons produced in the 

United States at that time, with 

prices and stores carrying them for 

sale. Later day spoon collectors who 
have sought a copy of this book in 


vain will be overjoyed at the present 
reprint. It is important not only for 
the many spoons listed, but particu- 
larly for the standardized terminology 
it provides to help collectors and 
those who merchandise souvenir 
spoons to a mutual understanding. 
Since the reprint is a photographic 
reproduction of the original, the price 
information, current in 1891, is of 
value today only as research mate- 
rial.

ALICE M. SCHULER 
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Eddy Copyer Believed 
To Be First Typewriter 


And how even the Conservative Scientific 
American reversed its opinion about such 
machines between the years 1849 and 1872. 


N 1848, Oliver Eddy of Baltimore 
invented and built a typewriter 
which he called The Eddy Copyer. 
Several Government Departments in- 
stalled machines and, in 1849 the 
Scientific American stated, editorially 
“we do not believe any printing 
machine can transcribe as fast as a 
good penman; the pen can travel an 
entire word while the hand is chang- 
ing (from one key to another) on the 
machine.” 

In 1872 the same paper said of the 
Sholes Type Writer (here pictured 
complete with operator), “its manifest 
feasibility and advantage indicate that 
the laborious and unsatisfactory per- 
formance of the pen must sooner or 
later become obsolete for general pur- 
poses.” Actually, this phrase was a re- 
print from an article in the July, 1867 
issue of the Journal and was used in 
connection with the notice of the type- 
writer of one Pratt, of Alabama. In 
1872 the worthy editors considered 
Sholes type writer as answering every 
possible objection and overcoming 
every difficulty, even to keeping the 


impression of each letter on the sheet 
in line. The instrument in its improved 
form was patented by Sholes, October 
29, 1871. 

Often credited with being the first 
typewriter, the Sholes machine was 
indeed a late comer in the field. The 
first, so far as we now know, was the 
Eddy Copyer. As might be expected, 
this basic attempt was the signal for 
other inventors to try it .. . the mak- 
ing of a writing machine . . . on some 
other principle. In the world of anti- 
quaria the ancient typewriter is com- 
ing into prominence. The collections 
of such outstanding firms as Interna- 
tional Business Machines, makers of 
the dream electric typewriter of every 
secretarial graduate, are a spur to 
other makers, and Museum curators 
are recognizing that any so-called 
middle period American office needs 
an early typewriter such as the one 
here pictured to make the office com- 
plete. 

This, then, poses certain delightful 
possibilities in a field hitherto almost 
beyond the ken of general dealers and

A Colonial Cann 


F the Colonial silver of New Eng- 

land, in comparison with English 
silver of the same period, appears 
plain and severe, the forms simple 
with little or no decoration, it was 
because the New England Puritans 
preferred it so. The ornamental late 
Stuart designs held little or no appeal 
for them, and while early New Eng- 
land silversmiths quite naturally fol- 
lowed the basic styles of their mother 
country, they reduced them to the 
utmost simplicity to meet the austere 
Puritan taste. 

A great part of the metal used— 
this early silver has a peculiarly cold 
whiteness—-was obtained by melting 





down and refining the silver coinage 
received in foreign trade. New Eng- 
land had early established itself in 
commerce with Great Britain and the 
West Indies, supplying products from 
their farms, seas, and forests. Since 
there were no banks where coin re- 
ceived in payment might be stored, 
the transfer of coinage into articles of 
convenience and everyday use was a 
practical way for prosperous mer- 
chants of the day to have their silver 
and use it, too. 

As the styles in silver utensils 
changed in the mother country, so did 


new forms appear in the Colonies. By 
the turn of the 18th Century, drinking 
vessels that had been quite common 
half a century earlier were passe— 
the standing cup and wine goblet were 
reserved for ceremonial use only, the 
beaker was most likely to be found in 
use as a mantel ornament, and the 
two-handled caudle-cup, recently pop- 
ular, was out of favor. The mug had 
become the accepted drinking vessel 
in England and likewise in America. 

The earliest Colonial mugs were 
adaptations of the contemporary tank- 
ard, with a cylindrical tapered body 
and stout reversed S handle. Then a 
new shape, which had become popular 
in England during the High Standard 
Period (1697-1720) began to appear 
in the Colonies. This innovation was 
known in New England as the “‘cann”, 
or cup. While the sides still tapered 
upward, the bottom was slightly in- 
curved on a molded foot, as against 
the flat bottom of the tankard-type. 
The straight sides soon gave way to 
the bulbous shape which was to re- 
main popular throughout the 1700s. 

The silver cann pictured has been 
handed down through generations of 
New England Howells, Princes, and 
Williamses, and now rests in the pos- 
session of Mr. Samuel I. Gray of 
Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

Made by John Potwine (1678-1792) 
who worked in Boston until 1737, then 
in Hartford, Connecticut, (Potwine & 
Whiting), it bears one of the several 
Potwine hallmarks, I P with pellets 
in a shield. The block letter monogram 
on the bottom is H above H.M, signify- 
ing the original owners, presumably 
Henry and Martha Howell. The mono- 
gram on the face of the mug, which 
was added several generations later, 
is that of Henry Howell of Cheraw 
and Charleston, South Carolina, 

a great-great-grandfather of the p 
present owner.

The Dickinson Mansion 


OVER, Delaware, capital of the 

first state to enter the Union 
(1787) is a town of gracious aspect 
and historical interest. Laid out in 
1683 under order of William Penn, it 
was already old and established when, 
at the news of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Delaware Regiment 
mustered on the tree-shaded green 
and marched off to join Washington 
in the north. The State House with 
its elegant Palladian window, the 
Ridgely House, built in 1722, and other 
stately mansions flanked the green 
then as they do today. The Colonial 
character of the town extends to the 
surrounding county, where many fine 
plantation houses, built long before 
the Revolution, still evidence the 
worth of the builder. 

Such is the Dickinson mansion, five 
miles or so from town on a tract once 
known as Kingston-Upon-Hull, into 
which Judge Samuel Dickinson moved 
his family from his Maryland planta- 
tion in January 1740. It was a strongly 
constructed brick building, laid in 
Flemish bond, facing to the south and 
connected by a lane through broad 
fields with a landing on the nearby 
St. James River — the waterway to 
Wilmington and Philadelphia. 

This was the boyhood home of John 
Dickinson, called “The Penman of the 






















Revolution” for most of the important 
documents of the American Congress 
up to the Declaration of Independence 
came from his hand. Here he lived 
with his family during the Revolution 
and as Governor of Delaware (1781- 
82). By 1800 he had built a home in 
Wilmington, but he regularly visited 
his 1300 acre estate in Kent County. 
In 1804, a disastrous fire weakened the 
roof of the old home and destroyed 
much of the interior woodwork. He 
repaired the damage, but in a simpler 
manner than his father had built, as 
the house was to be used by tenants. 


In recent years, the Historic Ac- 
tivities Committee of the Colonial 
Dames of America, recognizing the 
historic value of the house, and the 
menace of decay and neglect, raised 
the sum of $25,000 which was pre- 
sented to the State of Delaware on 
September 17, 1952, for its purchase. 
Archaeological, architectural and his- 
torical research preceded the actual 
restoration, and in May 1956, the 
mansion was formerly opened .. . 
a fine example of lower Dela- ;

Book Review

The Pocket Antique Dictionary, compiled 
by Edwin C. Whittmore. Published by 
Rocksbridge Company. Paperbound. $1. 


There will always be quibbling about 
definitions — even Noah Webster who 
was responsible for putting so many 
of them on paper got confused now 
and then as when he left the English 
language with the word “henchman”, 
meaning “trusted follower’, when 
actually the word derives from the 
old English “hengestman”, meaning 
horseman, and by rights should refer 
to a groom. But all in all, this little 
pocket dictionary of antiques terms, in 
handy 34x6%” size, with its cheerful 
red cover, comes very close to the 
“No Quibbling” mark. Nearly 600 
everyday, or what should be everyday- 
antiques terms are included to provide 
a common nomenclature, especially to 
be appreciated by those who buy and 
sell by mail—and invaluable to the 
novice at collecting. It tackles such 
troublesome problems as the dry sink 
and commode; the dough box, dough 
tray, dough board, and dough table; 
the Boston and the Salem rocker. 
Fairly common terms like Flowing 
Blue, Frozen Charlotte, Millefiori, 
Sander are treated with as much re- 
spect as the Quaich, the Tang, and the 
Tempse. For those new to antiques 
who have suggested that Spinning 
Wheel publish a glossary of terms 
with each article, this is the answer 
supreme. There have been other dic- 
tionaries of antiques terms — Carl 
Drepperd’s is our favorite—which are 
fuller and more detailed. But we find 
by comparison with other such works 
available that there are many terms 
listed in this new little reference that 
are not recorded elsewhere. The book 
is small, planned for purse or pocket, 
and definitions are necessarily brief— 
but they are adequate. Perhaps its 
greatest interest lies in the selection 
of items defined—every one of 
them should be in every an- Wy 
tiquer’s basic vocabulary!

champagne glasses were made. Though 
the Smithsonian Institution was given 
a fine collection of Pomona by the New 
England Glass Company in 1886, stem- 
ware was not included. However, Mrs. 
George L. Beare, a collector for over 
20 years, and R. C. Soxman, an ardent 
stemware collector, possess various 
examples, and I have several stem- 
ware pieces in my collection. 

The champagne glasses in my cabi- 
net all have the original ground with 
no decoration save the honey scalloped 
rim, though I have heard of one, 
whose ground work I do not know, 
with a cornflower decoration. A wine 
glass of white wine size in my collec- 
tion is of the later ground and deco- 
rated in the blue berry, gold leaf and 
red stem garland which I associate 
exclusively with the later ground. The 
spray is Virginia Creeper. 

Round, dome-shaped butter dishes, 
plates in sizes from four to seven 
inches, tiny nut cups, cruets of differ- 
ent shapes, and lamp shades are in 
some collections which I know of but 
have not personally observed. 

Facts indicate that the output of 
Pomona ware was brief. The first 
Letters Patent were issued to Joseph 
Locke in 1885, the second Letters 
Patent, for the acid bitten type 
ground, in 1886. It seems logical that 
no more of the original expensive and 
intricate Pomona was made afier the 
easier method was developed. In 1888 
the New England Glass Company 
moved to Toledo to become the Libbey 
Glass Company, actually changing the 
name in 1890-91. There is no record 
of Pomona in the products of the 
new organization. 

Mr. Locke, along with many of the 
original workmen, went to Toledo 
with Mr. Libbey, and remained there 
six years. He, then, about 1894, opened 
an independent glass shop in Pitts- 
burgh where he engaged in making 
“bread and butter’ pieces in Pomona 
and other Art Glass. It is from there, 
quite possibly, that many of the later 
pieces came, notably the salt and pep- 
per shakers with mold lines and no 
pontils. That there is no catalog on 
these Pomona pieces made in Pitts- 
burgh is due, apparently, to the 
loss of all Mr. Locke’s papers and ty 
documents in a Pittsburgh fire.

How Others Use Their Antiques .. 





In An 
Alabama 
Kitchen 


HEN Mrs. Nadine Mills Coleman 

showed a picture of antiques in 
use in her kitchen in the December 
1955 issue of Spinning Wheel, she 
wondered why someone didn’t make 
an efficient range to look like an old 
time cook stove with ornamental iron 
warming shelf and reservoir. 

Now, from Mrs. Virginia Parrish of 
Andalusia, Alabama, comes a practical 
application of the suggestion. Mrs. 
Parrish’s combined house and shop is 
filled with antiques — there was no 
need, she felt, for her modern electric 
range to be out of decorative accord.
